The  campaign  was  a  fol¬ 
low-up  to  Mr.  Graham’s  record 
breaking  New  York  Crusade 
which  opened  May  15  and  clos¬ 
ed  Sept.  1. 

At  the  end  of  the  rally  1,295 
persons  answered  Graham’s  call 
for  “decisions  for  Christ” 

In  his  address  the  evangelist 
warned  against  an  attitude  of 
“business  as  usual”  in  the  face 
of  a  threatened  World  War  III. 
He  said  the  military  destruction 
of  America  at  the  hands  of  a 
“pagan  nation”  was  not  incon¬ 
ceivable.

Mr.  Graham  urged  President 
Eisenhower  to  call  upon  the  na¬ 
tion  to  make  “any  sacrifices 
necessary”  to  meet  the  growing 
challenge  of  Russian  Commun¬ 
ism. 

“Today  the  danger  of  war  is 
greater  than  at  any  time  in  the 
past  ten  years,"  he  asserted  Mr. 
Graham  said  that  the  American 
people,  although  warned  of  this 
danger,  continue  to  demonstrate 
an  "alarming  complacency  and 
lethargy.”

-  The  Visit  of  Brooks  Hays 

Some  people  here  and  there  are  still  waiting  to  hear 
the  news  of  Brooks  Hays  being  tarred  and  feathered  at  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention.  If  it  comes  as  a  disap¬ 
pointment  to  some,  it  will  be  a  great  relief  to  many  others 
to  learn  that  it  did  not  happen. 

As  the  first  layman  president  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  in  many  years,  Mr.  Hays  has  been  crticized  in 
one  way  or  another  by  a  sizeable  number  of  people — be¬ 
cause  he  is  a  U.  S.  Congressman,  because  of  past  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  Christian  Life  Commission,  because  of  his 
role  as  “arbiter”  in  the  Little  Rock  school  dispute,  and 
so  forth. 

■; ,  Some  people  felt  honestly  that  his  presence  at  the 
state  convention  would  provoke  unnecessary  antagonism, 
and  a  few  of  them  said  so  out  loud. 

The  fact  that  Mr.  Hays  withal  did  speak  at  the  conven¬ 
tion  last  week,  and  that  his  message  proved  to  be  one  of 
the  high  points  of  the  entire  meeting,  is  a  credit  to  the  con¬ 
vention  as  well  as  to  the  man  himself. 

His  coming  proved  one  important  point,  a  point  which 
goes  far  beyond  the  hearing  given  this  one  particular  man. 
It  is  that  while  we  reserve  the  right  to  our  own  individual 
opinions,  as  a  body  we  have  the  Christian  maturity  to  hear 
out  our  Baptist  brethren  in  decency,  courtesy,  respect,  and 
appreciation. 

Mr.  Hays’  stirring  message — emphasizing  the  need  of 
Baptist  unity  around  a  three-fold  program  of  evangelism, 
Christian  education,  and  world  missions — underscored  an¬ 
other  important  matter.  ^  As  he  put  it,  “Never  fear,  I  will 
never  attempt  to  speak  for  eight  million  Southern  Baptists. 
No  one  Baptist  can  presume  to  speak  for  any  two  Baptists, 
much  less  for  eight  million!” 

Re-affirming  the  historic  Baptist  principle  of  indivi¬ 
dual  church  autonomy,  he  said,  “The  congregations  hold 
the  power  of  our  denomination.” 

Expressing  his  devotion  and  affection  for  Southern 
Baptist  people,  now  organized  for  work  in  the  diversity  of 
42  states  of  the  Union,  he  quoted  the  testimony  of  Clovis 
Chappel:  “I  love  the  whole  water-logged  lot  of  them.”

ANSWER:  Consult  your  fam¬ 
ily  physician  but  I  think  your 
fears  about  the  disease  is  large¬ 
ly  unfounded.  I  judge  you  mean 
some  venerial  disease.  (When 
will  Christian  people  quit  be¬ 
ing  falsely  modest,  and  start 
calling  a  spade  a  dirty  shovel). 

In  the  first  place,  1  would  be 
certain  that  this1  family,  has  a 
-veneriai- disease- before  -F-pass- 
the  word  around.  If  there  is 
any  real  evidence  the  county 
;  health  officer  should  be  con- 
I  suited  to  see  that  the  case  is 
cured.  He  might  even  be  able 
to  tell  you  how  to  handle  the 
matter. 

■Whatever  you  do,  try  not  to 
mistreat  this  little  girl.  Your 
Christian  witness  is  at  stake  and 
I  should  certainly  hope  that  the 
church  would  do  everything 
possible  not  to  hinder  her  de¬ 
velopment.

ers  to  settle  "as  quickly  as  pos¬ 


sible”  the  issue  of  whether  danc¬ 
ing  should  be  permitted  at  de¬ 
nominational  colleges  in  the 
state  was  adopted  by  the  North 
Caroline  Baptist  Student  Union 
"ST its  28tir annual  meeting  here. 

The  students  deplored  the 
“disproportionate  amount  of 
time  and  energy  given  this  is¬ 
sue  as  opposed  to  the  vital  as¬ 
pects  of  our  Christian  witness.” 

They  did  not  take  any  stand 
for  or  against  dancing  on  Bap¬ 
tist  college  campuses. 

“We  believe  that  our  witness 
to  our  campuses  and  the  witness 
of  Baptists  throughout  the  state 
is  of  a  profound  nature,”  the 
resolution  said,  "and  that  It  is 
being  seriously  impaired  by  the 
recent  overemphasis  on  the  is¬ 
sue  of  dancing.

dances. 

A  number  of  Baptist  groups 
in  the  state  threatened  tattoo 
their  financial  support  of  the 
colleges  if  the  dancing  con¬ 
tinued.
